Austrian Catholics 

® Another grisly lesson for anti-fascists— 
and for Catholics particularly—comes from 
Austria. 

It is the news that the sweeping conces- 
sions which Cardinal Innitzer of Austria of- 
fered to Hitler have been of no use in halt- 
ing the Nazi drive to smash up the Church 
and its organizations. 

The latest cables disclose that a Pastoral 
letter from the Cardinal and Austria’s six 
other bishops was read at all Catholic 
churches this week voicing alarm at the 
blows being aimed at the Church. Nazi au- 
thorities prohibited its publication. 

Cardinal Innitzer stopped at nothing in 
his servility to Hitler. He ordered the church 
bells rung for Hitler’s triumphant entry—he 
pledged complete “cooperation” to Hitler. But 
it was useless. The brutality of Hitlerism 
cannot permit any other organization of the 
people than its own. It must dominate its 
victims politically, economically, intellectu- 
ally and spiritually. 

That is why the Nazis have closed down Catholic 
schools, arrested priests and ignored all the futile prof- 
fers of “cooperation.” It is still another lesson, an- 
other warning on the hopelessness of expecting any- 
thing from compromises with fascism. 

Not fatal and tragic compromise—but determined 
UNITY with all enemies of fascism, is the lesson of 
Austria, as it is the lesson of Germany and every coun- 
try in the world.

Spender. London, Faber and Faber. 
115 pp. $2.00. 
By Simon Wells 


Although Spender is not a poe’ 
greatly interested in stage craft or 
the subtleties of character portrayal, 
he has written a moving work. His 
theme is the struggle of liberal, 
abstract justice, based upon @ re- 
nuhciation of any: concept of class 
struggle, against the barbaric chal- 
lenge of fascism. 

It is a play in five acts, taking 
place in an unnamed country in 
which the tide of fascism is rising 
fast. The central character is a 
judge, believing in law and juStice 
as something abstract, eternal, and 
above any social conflict or eco- 
nomic need. He is called upon to 
try five yourg, fanatic “Black 
Shirts,” who have cooly and brutally 
muredred a Jew, Petra, suspected of 
“radicalism.” 

In a first act full of magnificent 
poetry, he listens to their pleas and 
threats. They reflect the glamour 
that fascism holds for certain of the 
young and jobless—the false, narrow 
patriotism based on ignorance, fed 
with lies, emboldened with uniforms 
and guns. He refuses their pleas.

Greenberg must hit seven homers 
in 11 games to set a new record of 
61. If the tall, dark-visaged Bronx 
boy who plays first base for the 
Detroit Tigers can “get hot” like 
he did in late July he'll better 
Ruth's mark. In five days, from 
July 26-31, he hit eight homers in 
six games. 

Ruth was pretty torrid himself 
from the day of his 54th homer 
until he broke his own record of 59. 
He clouted six homers in sven 
games from Sept. 21 through Sept. 
30. During September, Ruth hit 17 
homers. Greenberg has hit eight 
this month. 

HANK HIT HARDER? 

In connection with Greenberg's 
challenge to Ruth's record, it is in- 
teresting to note that many believe 
the Detroit slugger hits a ball 
harder than the Bambino did. 
Harry Heilman, former Tiger out- 
fielder who won four American 
League batting titles, say: that a 
ball leaving Greenberg's vat travels 
faster than balls did off the Babe's 
mace. Heilman sald that Ruth got 
more lift to his drives but that 
Greenberg hits more balls on a line. 
Greenberg's tremendous power 
comes from his forearms and 
shoulders. He can lean on a ball 
with his long arms and height.
